Discussion of community members’ request to restrict certain land uses along the East 
Cesar Chavez street corridor from I-35 to US 183 and to initiate a small area planning 
process and/or develop a land use regulations to address development-related issues and 
associated community concerns (Discussion and/or Possible Action

legal be present at the next meeting. Staff was directed to come back with an outreach 
strategy, previous analysis with Envision Tomorrow and current analysis with CodeNext.
